The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows: 
StcrIoN 1. Section one of chapter 378 of the laws of Amended.  

Wisconsin for the year 1876, entitled "An act to 
amend chapter sixteen, private and local laws of 1872, 
entitled 'An act to incorporate the city of Eau Claire," 
is hereby amended by striking out the word "fourth," 
in the sixth line of said section, and inserting the word 
"first" in lieu thereof, and by striking out the word 
"February" in the sixth and seventh lines of said sec-
tion, and inserting the word "April" in lieu thereof

CHAPTER 4. 

AN ACT relating to narrow gauge railroads, and amendatory 
of section 13 of chapter 182 of the general laws of 1872, as 
amended by chapter 317 of the laws of 1874, and chapter 117 
of the laws of 1875. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows:

previous to the making of such subscription, or the in-
curring of such indebtedness ; and prtwided further, that
